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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of—available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear 1n 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
ey or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the [and in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 


’ homestead on a farm of at least 80 


acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musi reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Bonar Law Will Be 
The Next Premier 
Of Great Britain 


Predicts R. B. Bennett 


(Calgary Albertan, Aug. 22 

That Bonar Law, the Canadian 
born leader of the Unionist party, 
will be the next prime minister of 
Great Britain, is the prediction of 
R. B. Bennett, K.C., M.P., who re- 
tuned yesterday from a_ brief visit 
in England. . 

“The impression prevails that the 
Asquith government will be defeated 
within the next six months,” said 
Mr. Bennett last evening. ‘‘Apart 
from the agitation over the Home 
Rule question and the Insurance Act, 
it appears that a feeling pervades the 
electorate that the present govern- 
has outlived its usefulness. 
Artisans as well as members of the 
business class are more or less 
weary of the constant agitation that 
has arrayed class against class in 
the last few years, 

‘If results of the last few bye- 
elections indicate anything, it would 
appear that Bonar Law, the Cana- 
dian born leader of the Unionist par- 
ty, will be prime minister within a 
‘short time. It looks like it. © The 
rovernment majority on the third 
roading of the finance bill was less 
than thirty.” 

The general opinion in England 
with reference to legislation by the 
iUnited States on the Panama canal, 
said Mr. Bennett, is that public op- 
‘inion in the States will not permit 
a violation of the Hay-Paunceforte 
treaty. 

“The people of England,’’ declared 
Mr. Bennett, ‘‘cannot conceive the 
possibility of a great nation like the 
/United States repudiating its  ob- 
‘tigations. The general impression is 
‘that no Itnglish speaking country

The veteran Salvation Army lead- 
er owas unconscious for 48 hours 
previous to his death. The medical 
bulletins had not revealed the’ ser- 
iousness of the general's condition, 
which for a weck past, it) it) now 
admitted, was hopeless. 

Twelve weeks ago General Booth 
underwent an operation for the re- 
moval of a cataract in bis left eve. 
For two days after the operation, in- 
dications justified the hope of the 
general's recovery. Then, however, 
seeptie poisoning set in and from 
that time, with the exception — of 
rallies, the patient’s health steadily 
declined. The weneral recognized 
that the end was near and — often 
spoke of his work as being finished.

Horticultural Society Prize|laminion Act to 
List for 1912 


Come Into Operation 


Edmonton, Alta., Aug. 24.—Alber- 
ta, the youngest province in Canada, 
is the first to comply with the con- 
ditions of the Dominion act, respect- 
ing juvenile delinquents, which will 
come into operation as soon as 
possible after the order-in-council and 
the certificate of the provincial 
attorney-general are entered at 
Ottawa. Authorities on the subject 
of child training, including Judge 
Lindsay of Denver, Judge Mack of 
Chicago and Judge Adams of Cleve- 
land, declare this will complete the 
best series of acts for the rescue 
and protection of children in force 
anywhere on the American continent. 

The act, which was introduced into 
the Dominion parliament through the 
efforts of W. L. Scott, a barrister at 
Ottawa, and assented to in July, 
1908, extends the principles that 
have been applied to the delinquent 
and neglected children in Alberta 
since the adoption of the Children’s 
Protection act, passed by the pro- 
vincial legislature. 

The preamble of the Dominion act 
fully sets forth the spirit of remedial 
legislation in the interest of  child- 
ren, as follows : 

“It is inexpedient 
offenders should be classed or dealt 
with as ordinary climinals, the wel- 
fare of the community demanding 
that they should, on the con- 
trary, be guarded against — associ- 
ation with crime and criminals and 
should be subjected to such care, 
treatment and control will tend 
to check their evil Tendencies and to 


that youthful 


as 


strengthen their better instinets.”’ 
Disassociating the child offender 


from all criminal taint is the prim- 
ary idea throughout the act. The 
term “child’’ applies to a boy or gisl 
actually under the age of 160 years. 
This designation permits those who 
have authority to enforce the act to 


ise their own discretion in regard to 
a child, which the parents might 
maintain had reached its sixteenth 
year, but which’ may obviously be 


in need of such protection as — the 
law gives, though it applies clriefly 
to children whose exact age cannot 


be determined, 


The act provides for dealing with 
offending children) | summarily — in 
courts where the proceedinge are 
private. It is unlawful for any 


newspaper to publish the name of a 
child or parent or guardian without 
special leave. Courts shall not be 
held where adult) offenders are being 
tried, and the child) awaiting trial 
must. not be placed in a jail or other 
place where adults are or may be 
imprisoned. 

The children’s court: may be divest- 
ed of the customary majesty and 
rigid formality, which usually attend 
the administration of justice in’ the 
tribunals of record. A provision of 
the act, dealing with this point, 
says: ‘The proceedings may, in the 
discretion of the judge, be as infor- 
mal as the circumstances will per- 
mit.’’ The testimony of a child may 
be received, though not given on 
oath, but such evidence, uncorrobor- 
ated, is not sufficient to convict a 
person. 

Several meams are provided under 
the act for the child proved to be a 
juvenile delinquent, but the action 
taken must in every case be that 
which the court believes is for the 
child’s own good and the best inter- 
ests of the community. The offender 
may be fined, or placed under pro- 
bation cither in its own home © or 
with a suitable family, or committed 
to the charge of any duly organized 
children’s aid society or the superin- 
tendent of neglected and dependent 
children. . 


It is also provided that a child 
over the age of 12 years may be 
committed to an industrial school, 


but it shall not be lawful to commit 
a child under 12 years, ‘unless and 
until,” to quote from the act, ‘‘an 
attempt has been made to reform 
such child in its own home,’’ or in 
the ways named in the foregoing 
paragraph. 

Another section provides that the 
expense of maintaining gq child in the 
industrial training school may — be 
collected from the parent or guard- 
ian, in the event they are able to 
pay. The idea is to prevent any one
